Money raiſed upon the People to ſup- 
ply your Majeſties extraordinary Occaſions, was by the preva'ence 
of Popiſh Councils imployed to make War upon a Proteltant State , 
and toadvance and augment the dreadfull Power of the French King 
though to the apparent hazard of this, and all other Proteſtant Coun- 
tries.

[ I P O N conſideration of the information given at the Bar 
by Mr: Peter Norris and Referred to this Committee , 
Reſolved, 

By this Committee, that the Examination of this matter be Re- 
ported Specially. | a, | 

This Committee in the firſt place, after hearing of the ſaid Norris - 
- His Complaint, that ſeveral Papers were taken from him, ſent for the 
faid Paperswhich were informed then to be in a Cheſt in the Council 
Chamber, which Papers were brought to this Committee by an In- 
ventory which the ſaid Norris then acknowledged to be all, and they 
{fill remain with this Committee. Ts 

Inthe next place, they proceeded to examine upon what occaſion 
ihe ſaid Norris was ſent beyond Sea, which not only by the ſaid Pa- 
pers, but alſo by a Certificate delivered to the Chairman of this Com- 
mittee from the Earl of Eſex, and diversother Informations as well 
as the ſaid Norris his Inſtruftions given by Dr. Tonge, was to fetch 
over one Dowdall an Triſh Prieſt, who had been converſant with the 
Prieſts in Franceand Flanders, who managed the Plot both in Eng- 
land and Ireland, and mixing himſelf among them, was privy to the 
whole Plot, which the ſaid DowdaZby ſeveralLetters had made known 
to Dr. Tonge, which Letters were peruſed by the Earl of Efex; and 
 alfoſatisfaQtion was given by a known Merchant in Londey, that the 

| | ſai 


. 
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| faid Dowdall was an honeſt man, of good underſtanding, and miglit 


be credited. 

Then the Committee proceeded to inquire , who at any time had 
knowledge of the ſending over for the ſaid Dowda/, and found by an 
Order ot Council, bearing date the eighteenth day of Jzly 1679. that 
the ſaid Dowdall by the name of Edward Dowdal, was permitted to 
come from Dover and ſtay for a Month, but in that Order there is no 
tnention of Dowda/#'s being a Prieſt. And it likewiſe appears to this 
Committee, that not long after the ſaid Order for his coming over, 
Dowdall dyed, and not without ſuſpicion that it was a violent Death: 
But it doth not appear to this Commuttee, that the Death of Dowda# 
was known in Eng/axd till after the return of Norris, who was ſent 


to fetch the ſaid Dowda/ over, which was about Ten months after the 


Date of the ſaid Order of Councll. 

Upon which, this Committee proceeded to Examine, how it came 
to paſs, that the ſaid Norris wasinſuch danger beyond Sea; and par- 
ticularly at his coming aboard the Pacquett-Boat at Calais, and 
likewiſe his Impriſonment at Dover in the common Priſon, and his 
being brought from Dover by a Meſſenger, and they found the Cauſe 
of it to be a Diſcription given of Peter Norris toSecretary Fenk ins the 
Twenty Ninth of May 1680. in theſe words, Peter Norris, ſome call 
him Morris a Scotch-man, handſome, neat Face, ſauguine C omplexion, 
ſhort Noſe, bald-pated, white Wigg, flender Body, little Stature, Civil 
and Smooth in Dion ſpeaking French, aged Thirty four Tears more 
or leſs, Taylor by Trade: and under this Deſcription, written with ano« 
ther Hand and Ink theſe words (viz. ) Went into France on Wedneſ- 
day was three weeks to bring with him a Prieſt. Thereupon this Com- 
mittee proceeded to Examine, who brought this Deſcription to the 
faid Secretary, and were and by whom it was drawn, with all the 
Circumſtances that they could find about it. And firſt they found , 


that Thomas Sheridon a Gentleman, who affirmed himſelf a Proteſtant 


born in Treland, heretofore employed inColleQting the Revenues there, 
and lately with the Duke at his Court at Braffe//s, and came over 
with him inthe ſame Yacht, confefled upon his Examination, that 
he carryed the faid Deſcription. to the faid Secretary; but it being 
BIEN i So She  ſhewed 
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ſhewed him, he denyed the writing any part of it fave the laſt Line: 
but confeſſed that it was written and brought tv him by one 4#- 
thony Day Door of Phy ſick to the late Army in Flanders. Where- 
upon the ſaid Sheridon was commanded to produce the ſaid Day, and 
with him to attend. 


Dr. Day and Mr. Sheridon both appearing were examined feveral- 
ly 


And firſt the ſaid Day, who confeſt himſelf a Papiſt, and pretended 
very little knowledg ot Mr. Sheridon , Lit thatcoming to give him 
a viſit, which he had not done of ſix weeks before, Mr. Sheridon be- 
gan to diſcourſe of News, and particulatly ofthe Plot; to which the 
{41d Doctor replyed, that now the whole Plot would be diſcovered & 
laid open; for he heard there was one gone beyond Sea to fetch over- 
a Prieſt that knew of the whole Plot: and doth not remember any 
thing more at that time but common diſcourſe. But ſome few days 
after meeting with Mr. Sheridon, the ſaid Mr. Sheridon defired him 
to deſcribe the perſon that was ſo ſent over; the ſaid Dr. Day reply- 
ed, that he knew not the perſon that was gone, nor the Prieſt he was 
to fetch: But thatJoh» Burler keeper of a Brandy-ſhop near the French 


Embaſſadours upon diſcourſe had told him ſo; to whorh Mr. Sheri- 


don deſired him to go and get the diſcription, which he did according- 
ly. And the deſcription being'ſhewed him, confeffed he writ it from 
his mouth, fave the laſt line: Bur faith, that perſon is now dead who 
cave him the ſaid Deſcription, but his wife is living. | 

Mr. Sheridon being then called. in and examined, ſaid, He had no 
great acquaintance with the ſaid Doctor, and feldom ſaw him but up- 
on aviſit, which happily might be once.a week or the like; Confeſs: 
eth, That the faid DoQtor rold him as News, the Plot would 
now be laid open, for there was one ſent over into France to fetch a 
Prieſt that knew of the whole Plot: and further fairh, That he that 
went over knew as much of the Plot as any man in Ezg/and. Where- 
upon the ſaid Sheridon Confeſſeth, That he went ſhortly after, but 
remembers not how long, to Secretary Jenkins, and told him that 
there was one gone over into France that knew as much of the Plot 
as any man, and that he went over to fetch a Prieſt that alſo knew 
the whole Plot, which he the. ſaid Sheridon ſuppoſed was to be a 
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neſs: Upon which the ſaid Secretary commanded him the ſaid Sher: 
don to give hima deſcription of the perſon ſo ſent over: But remem: 
bers no other diſcourſeat that time; but that ſome ſhort time after , 
but remembersnot how long, hemet with Mr- Day, who gave him 
the deſcription in the preſence of Mr. Foh»W:lſon of theMiddle Tem: 
ple, which he thottly atter delivered to the Secretary, and uſed as he 
remembers, only theſe words, Sir, here is the difcr.ption of the per: 
ſon I mentioned to you. 

After this Deſcription ſodelivered to the Secretary, a Letter was 
written by Mr. Cooke, ( which Mr. Secretary declared at the Com- 
mittee he would take upon himſeif) in theſe words fol:owing. 


Whitehall, May 31. 1680. 
SIR, 


"\HE Right Honourable Sir Leolize Fenkins , one of his Ma-

And 
when he tendred three ſufficient Citizens of London for his Bail, al- 
ledging Impriſonment in his Circumſtances would be his utter ruine, 
the Chief Juſtice replied, the Citizens lookt like ſufficent perſons, but 
he would take no bail;and fo he was forc'd to come out by Habeas 
Corpus, and was afterwards informed againſt for the ſame matter, to 
his great charge and vexation. And a while after Francis (the Son 
of the ſaid Francis Smith )was committed by the ſaid Chief Juſtice, &
